WOULD END FIGHTING 


QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE 


IASSOCIATED PRE^O TELEGRAM! 


London, Oct. 28 —"The brevity of the 
reply to President "Wilson's last note 
is a measure of its significance," says 
the Daily News 
"President Wilson's 


note put an end to further argument. 
It is due to Dr. Solf, the German for- 
eign secietary to say that iiis note is 
precisely what the occasion demanded." 
"If peace, as the new posture of Ger- 
many warrants us in believing, Js com- 
ing within reach," the newspaper con- 
tinues, "there must be no delay' in tak 
ing steps to end hostilities. There is 
no justification in fighting on for what 
can be had for the asking. The terms 
for an armistice must be rigorous but 
must not be needlessly so." 
The Express, enumerating the latest 
occuirences in Germany, including the 
icply to Piesittent Wilson, exclaims- 
"The signs portend enough, pointing 
to a speedy end of the nightmare and 
indicating an acceptance of the terms 
soon to be dictated." 
The Chronicle says: "The German re 
ply is, in effect, an equalified accept- 
ance 
Nothing remains but for the as- 
sociated powers to announce without 
delay the program of.jiaval anil; mill-' 
tary 
measures which 'the armistice- 
necessitates. - It is unlikely that Ger- 
many will object to the details after 
agreeing to the principle 
If her situ- 
ation were not desperate she would 
rever have gone as far as she has. 
If any confirmation were needed as to 
the significance of Dr. golf's reply, it 
wpuld be found m General IJudentlorff's 
resignation " 
The Dailj Mail hopes and believes 
the allies "will not e!o anything ^o fool- 
ish" as to immediately disclose the 
terms upon which they are willing to 
grant an armistice 
The paper says 
the German reply does not meet Pres- 
ident Wilson's 
questions, and after 
summarizing the most recent happen-1 
ings in Germany, declares, in effect, 
that nothing is alterted there. 


"The 
sword is still in the hand of 
autocracy," the paper says. 
"It will 
be time enough for Marshal Foch to 
state the terms when that sword has 
been broken or surrendered." 


"The 
promptitude of the reply may 


be accepted as convincing evidence at 
least of Germany's desire and need of 
an armistice," says the Post. iDr. 
Solf's assurances regarding far reach 
ing changes are not very satisfying, 
however. 
Nothing has -happened as 
yet to suggest that anything funda- 
mental has changed in Germanv except 
the expectation of victory. The first 
condition of any armistice is that Ger 
many Khali be unable to break it or 
refuse the conditions the allies dictate. 
If the German government means busi- 
ness it will send plenipotentiary to 
Marshal Foch but from present indica- 
tions Germany's rulers are intent only 
on gaining time."

American Public Look* Confidently to 


Men of 8elonoo for Oovloo to End 


Submarine Monaoo. 


The newspaper Inventor has been 


having the time of his life r.-cently, 
owing to the very unwise chatter of 
cortuln worthy gentlemen who ought 
to Know better, says Electrical World. 
The submarine menace Is one which la 
not lightly to be estimated. The cam- 
paign against England has been, al- 
though far from decisive, unpleasantly 
successful, and It is with great glad- 
ness that we learn the active co-opera- 
tion of a United States squadron In 
endeavoring to suppress It, but no good 
is done by premature announcements 
regarding the great things which Yan- 
kee Ingenuity is about to do In the 
way of suppressing the submarines. 


We have abiding confidence, born 


of long experience, In the resourceful- 
ness of the American Inventor. In this 
cose, however, he has set before him 
for quick solution by far the most 
serious task that has ever confronted 
the engineering profession. The pub- 
lic looks blindly for help in some mys- 
terious way from electrical devices of 
one kind or another. Electricity is still 
a name with which to conjure, so that 
the man in the street will swallow, 
hook, butt and sinker, almost anything 
that Is thrown out to him in the way 
of an electrical promise. 


Now, it is only fair to American en- 


gineers to state that a number of de- 
vices tending to the suppression of 
submarines have been suggested, inves- 
tigated and tried. Some of them are 
regarded as very promising, well worth 
prompt experimentation on a consid- 
erable scale. Others give little hope of 
success, and while not fit for utter 
abandonment, cannot be considered as 
likely to relieve the situation. 
This 


much Is certain, that whoever shall 
possess a thoroughly effective method 
of fighting submarines will be the last 
man in the United States to talk about 
It, for obvious patriotic reasons.

JUPITER IS OF GREAT SIZE 


If the Planet Were Cut Up Into 1,300 


Pieces, Each Would Still Be 


Larger Than the Earth. 


If Jupiter were cut up into 1,300 


pieces each would be larger than the 
earth. All the planets together do not 
weigh half as much as Jupiter. Only 
the sun surpasses Jupiter in size. 


A year on the planet Jupiter is equal 


to 12 of our years. Jupiter rotates on 
Its axis in less than half the time of 
the earth, but, because of the planet's 
enormous size, the rotation speed is 
much higher. 


While the earth travels 17 miles a 


minute, Jupiter travels 466 miles a 
minute, says the Kochester Post-Dis- 
patch. If Jupiter turned on its axis a 
little faster it would burst as some fly- 
wheels do when they exceed a safe 
speed.

Jupiter may be regarded either as a" 


decaying sun or a developing earth. 
He has not yet had time to cool. He 
is a great globe of gaseous and molten 
matter—the most extraordinary planet 
in the entire solar system.
